b.  At  the  time  of  the  China  Incident  he  was  on  the 
General  Staff  and  will  give  relevant  testinony 
as  to  operational  plans  and  particularly  as  to 
niTO’s  lack  of  responsibility  in  any  plans  or 
conspiracy  in  the  China  Incident;

a.  This  person  is  a  Japanese,  resident  in  Tokyo;

a.  This  person  is  a  Japanese  and  Is  one  of  the  accused 
In  the  present  trial; 

b.  He  v/111  give  relevant  testimony  very  similar  to 
that  of  ISKII  above; 


NISHIITIA  Susumu 


a.  This  person  is  a  Japanese,  resident  of  Tokyo; 

b.  He  was  a  senior  member  of  a  section  in  the  T'ili- 
tary  Affairs  Bureau  when  IWO  was  Chief  of  said 
bureau  and  is  an  authority  on  Japanese  army  system 
and  orpanization.  He  will  pive  relevant  testimony 
as  to  the  orpanization  of  the  army  and  the  duties, 
responsibilities  and  powers  of  such  offices  as 
were  held  by  lUTO; 

10.  YAJ'Al'OTO  Kumaichi 

a.  This  person  is  a  Japanese,  resident  of  Tokyo; 

b.  He  was  Chief  of  a  bureau  with  the  foreign  Office 
when  lillTO  was  Chief  of  I'ilitary  Affairs  Bureau 
and  will  piVe  relevant  testimony  as  to  IHlTO's 
efforts  for  a  peaceful  settlement  with  the  United 
States;
